27 players taking part in drills 
Coach Sikes pleased with early Elba workouts 


The Elba Tigers opened their 
1998 preseason football camp last 
week, and after five days of drills, 
Coach David Sikes was pleased 
with the attitude and work habits of 
his team. 

“The first week really went pretty 
good,” stated Coach Sikes, in his 
second year at the Elba helm. “We 
had three or four good days, and 
even though we drug a little on 
Friday, it was a morning practice 
and it was really hot and muggy.” 

“The first three days of drills were 
in shorts,” added Sikes, “and we had 
24 players for the first day of work, 
and were up to 27 by the end of the 
week. We did a lot of teaciiing dur- 
ing the opening three days, and did 
more mental work than physical 
work. Most of the players reported 


back in good shape, and the efforts 
of our off-season program was 
plainly visible. The first day out in 
pads was dominated by drills and 
fundamentals with not much hitting. 
However, Friday morning we had a 
lot of individual drills and the play- 
ers got after it pretty hard.” 

“Most of the positions were 
decided in the spring,” said Coach 
Sikes, “and that helped during the 
early part of preseason practice. We 
still have a couple of spots to look at 
and some players that will get a 
chance to prove what they can do. 
The only glaring spot open is at one 
of the spots in the offensive line, but 
there are two or three players that 
are determined to earn the spot, and 
it should turn out okay.” 

“The second week of practice will 
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include a lot of work on technique, 
and a lot more work on fundamen- 
tals,” Sikes stated. “The basic offen- 
sive and defensive sets were taught 
in spring training, and the players 
have retained a great deal of what 
they were taught. Now we have to 
work hard to improve every day as 
football players and dedicate our- 
selves to being the best we can be at 
all times.” 

When asked about the small size 
of this year’s squad, Coach Sikes 
stated “I would obviously like to 
have more players out for football; 
however, I feel like we have the 
ones that have dedicated themselves 
to being good high school football 
players, and believe that we have a 
team that is dedicated to winning 
and dedicated to working as hard as 
it takes to accomplish its goal.”

Escape & couple’s assault under investigation

The Elba Police Department, 
assisted by the 12th Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney's Office, is inves- 
tigating the possible connection 
between an escape and assault that 
occurred in Elba early Sunday 
morning. 

Shortly, before 5 a.m. (approxi- 
mately 4:45 a.m.) authorities from 
Elba Work Release alerted the 
police department that an inmate, 
James Lamar Jackson, age 33, was 
missing from the facility. They 
noted that he was originally from 
Houston County and the appropriate 
agencies were notified. 

Jackson was sentenced to 10 
years in prison for burglary and 
theft of property that occurred in 
Houston County. He had been in the 
Elba facility since March. 

At approximately 5:00 a.m., 
police received a call that a burglary 
had occurred on Co. Rd. 407. The 


dirt road connects the Kinston 
Highway (AL Hwy. 189) with the 
Packing House Road (Co. Rd. 404) 
and is located in the Shiloh 
Community within the jurisdiction 
of the Elba Police Department. 

Upon arriving at the scene, offi- 
cers discovered Amos Nathaniel 
“Pete” Smith, 73, and his wife, 
Gertrude, 70, had been assaulted. 
The couple told officers they had 
been awaken by someone beating 
on them. 

Both victims were taken to a local 
hospital by Coffee County EMS. 
Mrs. Smith was later transferred to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan where 
she was listed in guarded condition. 
Her condition was later listed as sat- 
isfactory. Mr. Smith was expected 
to be dismissed from the hospital 
soon. 

Items reported taken in the 
assault/robbery were: an undis- 
closed amount of money, a pickup 
truck, and a firearm. 


Police are looking into the possi- 
bility that both the escape and 
assault/robbery are related since 
they both occurred within a short 
period of time. 

The escapee was recaptured on 
Monday by the Houston County 
Sheriff's Department and has been 
returned to authorities in Coffee 
County. He is being held in the 
Coffee County Jail charged, at this 
time, only with escape. 

No arrests or charges have been 
filed in the assault/robbery at this 
time. Nor has the pickup, firearm or 
money have been recovered. 

The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by the Elba Police 
Department and the District 
Attorney’s Office.

Elba City BOE holds special session

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session Tuesday evening, 
August 18th for the expressed pur- 
pose of hiring two support _ staff 
members to replace a retiring bus 
driver and a resigned lunchroom 
worker. Jerome Baxley was hired as 
a regular school bus driver and 
Sherry Moore was hired as a lunch- 
room worker in the elementary 
school. 

The board also accepted the resig- 
nation of Audrey Clark as talent 
pool instructor. Only recently hired, 
she resigned this half-time position 
to accept a full-time position with 
the Enterprise school system, 
according to Superintendent 
Charles Pearce. 

Following a short executive ses- 
sion, the school board released a 
report from Superintendent Pearce 
and Board Chair Myrna Cowen 
dealing with the assignment of paid 
assistant coaches for all varsity 
sports. According to the heading of 


the report, it was prepared at the 
request of board members Daniel 
Stephens and Dr. Lance Dyess. 

The report covered the 1997-98 
school year (last year) and indicated 
there were paid assistants in varsity 
boys football, varsity boys basket- 
ball and varsity girls volleyball. 
There were no paid assistants in 
varsity boy’s baseball, varsity girl’s 
basketball and varsity girl’s softball. 
Each of the latter three had volun- 
teer assistant coaches, but not paid 
assistants as required by federal 
Title [IX regulations. Pearce indicat- 
ed the same situations are applica- 
ble to the present year. 

According to the report, the head 
coach for girl’s volleyball (Susan 
Barnes) and the head coach for 
girl’s basketball (Leroy Carnley) 
had a verbal agreement to assist 
each other. Head football coach 
David Sikes served as the volunteer 
assistant coach for the varsity girl’s 
softball. 

With the release of the report, 
Pearce gave board members a rec- 
ommendation that to comply with

Title IX regulations, assistants in 
the boy’s varsity baseball, girl's var- 
sity softball and girl’s varsity bas- 
ketball be funded, effective immedi- 
ately.

The accused has 
been and is free on a $10,000.00 
appearance bond.

January of this year. The women’s 
arrests came after an extensive 
investigation by the District 
Attorney’s office assisted by the 
Examiners of Public Accounts. 

The crime which McGlothren and 
Carter are charged with is a Class B 
felony and with conviction, carries a 
prison sentence of not less than two 
years and not more than twenty. 


Also, a fine of up to $10,000,00 
could be imposed on each of the 
women. 

In a June meeting, the Coffee 
County Commission, for which 
McGlothren worked, unanimously 
passed a resolution asking the 
District Attorney to proceed with the 
prosecution of the accused to the full 
extent of the law.

A small army of temporary 
workers will be needed for the first 
major activity in ramp-up to Census 
2000. About 90 jobs will be avail- 
able locally, mostly in rural commu- 
nities in Coffee County, 

The U.S. Census will hire 30,000 
temporary, part-time workers in 
communities across the nation 
between August and the end of this 
year to compile lists of where peo- 
ple live or might live. The address 
listing is the first major activity 
leading up to Census 2000. 

This year the “listers” will go 
block by block, recording the loca- 
tions and addresses of living quar- 
ters in rural and suburban area, Next 
year they will concentrate on urban 
areas. 

The actual census forms will be 
mailed in 1999 to all the addresses 
complied, and in 2000 census work- 
ers will make personal contact with 
those who did not return their cen- 
sus information, 

Hourly wages will start at $7.00 
per hour, plus approved expenses, 
such as 31 cents per mile. Job 
requirements include U. S. citizen- 
ship and access to a reliable vehicle. 
All applicants must be at least 18 
years of age or have earned a 
General Education Development 
(GED) degree and be at least 16 

Legal non-residents will be 
accepted in areas where not enough 
citizens apply. Military veterans , 


by law, will be given hiring prefer- 
ence. 

Those persons hired will have a 
paid training period 

Also required is a Civil Service 
test. These tests will be adminis- 
tered each Thursday at | p.m. at the 
State Employment Office located 
on Boll Weevil Circle in Enterprise 
A government application must be 
filled out prior to taking the exam 

The test, which consists of 28 
multiple questions, will 
measure an individual’s skills and 
abilities required to perform a vari- 
ety of Census jobs - reading, math, 
following instructions and map- 
reading.

Several nights ago we heard the police scanner calling volunteer fire 
men to a fire at Clements Furniture, in downtown Elba. We were head- 
ing home to some good supper, but called to tell Heddy to keep our 
plate of groceries hot and why. We got to the scene to see the buildings 
filled with smoke and expected to see windows breaking and flames 
shooting out at any time. It didn’t happen! When Jesse Clements got to 
the store, he explained that they had set off some bug bombs at closing 
and this was what everyone was seeing. That news gave everyone rea- 
son to breath a sigh of relief. Before leaving this bit of news, we offer 
our thanks to the person or persons who first noticed this scary situa- 
tion. Next time it could well be a real fire and quick reaction could save 
a business and a lot more of Elba. 


Tuesday morning we read Slick Willie’s four minute speech from 
Monday night. While there were no surprises in it, we sit here aggra- 
vated, Personally we would rather he stuck with his original finger 
shaking answer than the one given to the nation on TV Monday night. 
If his address to the country had been from his heart rather than from 
his lawyer, it would have sounded far better, but that was not to be. 
Then, reports are that Clinton took the 5th amendments on some of the 
grand jury questions. That will probably result in more questions. We 
also think the attack on the independent counsel was out of place 
because it was apparently directly due of Bill Clinton’s stonewalling 
that the investigation has continued so long, Now, that being said, we 
are ready to stop talking about the whole mess. 


We saw a copy of a letter from Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow Rivers 
Watershed Management Authority to the Corp of Engineers confirming 
the contract to complete the necessary topographic surveys for the 
planned work on on the Elba levee. We understand the way it is set up, 
the Corp will get the surveys in sections and can start their planning 
sooner than if waiting for the full plans. We also have verbal reports that 
the company doing the levee surveys have agreed to cut the time need- 
ed to complete these measurements. All this means Elba should get the 
major levee project a bit quicker that earlier promised. In fact, a Corp 
engineer told us this would be a “fast track” project and would be done 
faster than any other major project they have ever handled. 


The heavy rains of last Friday had more than one person worried. 
Several called our office and the police scanner revealed city employ- 
ees were regularly being dispatched to check the river levels. Of course 
the rain falling on Elba would cause only slight rises in the river here, 
but that falling on Elba streets couldn’t get away, because of limits on 
the drainage system. One city official told us plans are underway this 
week to do some more cleaning of the drainage system, thus helping 
that situation. 


It will be interesting to watch what happens in Birmingham in the next 
few months as Mayor Richard Arrington pushes his plan to sell the 
Birmingham water system to private interest. He claims the move will 
generate $200 million for school improvements. There is no mention of 
what he plans for the other $200 million expected from the sale. It could 
end up like the deal in Baldwin County where some big cash payouts 
reportedly went to public officials serving as directors of a cable TV 
firm sold to private interests.

The National Flood Insurance 
Program (NFIP), administered by 
FEMA, makes federally-backed 
flood insurance available in com- 
munities that adopt and enforce 
floodplain management ordinances 
to reduce future flood damage. 

“Coffee County is a participant in 
the NFIP,” Coffee County 
Emergency Management Deputy 
Director Terry Wilkins said. Flood 
insurance may be purchased from 
insurance companies and licensed 
insurance agents. 

“Standard homeowner’s or busi- 
ness insurance policies do not cover 


flood losses,’ Wilkins said. “Home 
insurance coverage must be pur- 
chased separately and you must 
keep in mind that there is a 30-day 
waiting period before a new flood 
insurance policy is effective.” 

For a single-family home, the 
maximum coverage amounts are 
$250,000 for the structure and 
$100,000 for its contents. 
Maximum coverages for businesses 
are $500,000 for buildings and 
$500,000 for contents. 

There are two important excep- 
tions to the 30-day waiting period. 
First, there is no waiting period fol- 
lowing the initial purchase of flood 
insurance when that purchase is in 
connection with making, increas- 
ing, extending, or renewing a mort- 
gage or construction loan; the poli- 
cy will become effective upon loan 
closing. 

Secondly, there is no waiting 
period if the initial purchase occurs 
during the 13-month period follow- 
ing the revision or updating of a 
flood insurance rate map; in this 
case, the policy will go into effect at 
12:01 a.m. the day after purchase. 

For more information concerning 
flood insurance, residents may con- 
tact their insurance agent or the 
Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency.

“Would you like to play

scotch?” [T would visiting 
eousin 

Although born in the country just 
as we resident cousins were, she had 
become citified at an early age, due 
to my uncle leaving the farm to find 
other work, first in Mobile, then in 
the Birmingham area 

We country kids occupied our 
selves outside most of the summer 
days, and so were acclimated to the 
heat, bugs, sticker weeds, the yard 
and accompanying dirt. My cousin, 
on the other hand, was a little ~ shall 
I say “softer” than I was, and some 
times did not want to get dirty 

I often bemoaned the fact that she 
did not have to get in wood like we 
did, or draw water, or pick peas, oF 
hoe cotton, Why, she could just 
stand around as we did these chores 
during her visits. 

So, sometimes she would 
“No, I don’t want to play.” 

“Please,” I would beg. 

I loved to hear the “thunk” of the 
small, thick piece of glass we threw 
to mark our square of the hopscotch 
pattern. [ enjoyed the challenge of 
seeing how far I could jump over 
the other pieces of glass. And, you 
weren't supposed to land on a line 
either! 

As our yard was dirt, we could 
draw the diagram anywhere we 
wanted to - and we always had 
sticks around, the self-pruning 
limbs of the big pecan tree and wild 
cherry tree in our yard, (That's one 
thing about yards today - there are 
no sticks around - a pity; but then 
there are no dirt yards to draw in 
either.) 

Of course, when we “swept the 
yards” that would clear the sticks 
away; but we could always find a 
stick if we needed it 

And so, sometimes I had to just 
hold the little piece of glass in my 
hand and hope she would change 
her mind - you just can’t play hop 
scotch by yourself. 

But, then, sometimes she would 
play; and when she was not there, 
my cousins just down the road were 
almost always there - and we kept 


say, 


busy playing our games - hop 
scotch, Red Rover, Drop the 


Handkerchief - if we had enough for 
a big circle; and at night, we would 
play “There Aren't Any Booger 
Bears Out Tonight.” 

This was a made-up game we 
played in the front yard, as the twi 


light lengthened into early evening, 
ind our parents sat on the porch and 
talked. Since it 
even more fun, because you would 


was dark, it was 
get scared better. One person would 
be the “Booger.” and the rest of us 
would sing the song and walk non 
chalantly across the yard, until the 
“Booger” jumped out at us and we 
would yell and scream and try to run 
away. Whoever got caught would 
then be the “booger.” 

Another game we would play was 
“Blind Man's Bluff.” One of the 
group would have a blindfold tied 
across his or her eyes and try to find 
the others, who would come tanta 
lizingly close to the blindfolded per 
son, then quickly jump away 

One time we were playing this 
gume, and | was “it.” And a rule 
was, if “it” came near to running 
into an object, say, a tree, the others 
were to yell a warning. Well, this 
time, no one yelled, and I butted 
heads with a tree, with a resulting 
hen egg on my forehead. Needless 
to say, this did not set well with me, 
and | flouneced my blindfold off, and 
announced that I was not playing 
any more! At least for that particular 
day! 


rhe Red Rover game was a test of 


arm-strenth: two opposing lines 
were drawn, and the kids in one line 
would sing out, “Red Rover, Red 
Rover, send Johnny/Susie right 
over!” Whereupon Johnny or Susie 
would gather up all his/her strength, 
then run at top speed toward the 
other side and try to break the hand- 
clasp between the others. If the 
hands held, that person would join 
their line, and so on until no one was 
left on the other line. 

One day my cousin Helen ran 
toward the line | was in; she could 
not break the hand-hold, which 
cuught her just under the chin and 
threw her flat on the ground, With 
the breath Knocked out of her, she 
just lay there, and I was so scared I 
headed toward the schoolhouse to 
find a teacher. She was aware of 
what happened, because she asked 
me later, “Why did you run away?” 

“Mother, May 1?” was a little 
milder, One person was the Mother, 
and the kids would stand ona line in 
front of her. She would then issue 
the command: “Susie, take two 
baby (giant - rabbit - horse) steps.” 
Susie would take the ordered steps, 
as would each one in turn, BUT, if 
you forgot to say “Mother, may 1?” 
you had to go back to the line! The 


first one to reach “Mother” became 
“it" for the next time 

Then there was “Rock School.” 
This was when kids were enamored 
with school either before they 
started or just after. The “teacher” 
would stand at the bottom of a set of 
steps, with a rock in her hand (usu 
ally girls played this game), and she 
would hold out both hands, and a 
child would tap the hand = she 
thought held the rock; if it did, she 
advanced down the steps; and so on 
until someone reached the teacher, 
and became “it.” 

And the old favorite - jump rope - 
was a hidden method of top-notch 
exercise! It was not exercise we 
craved - but we got it! You could 
jump by yourself at home, and then 
at school a group could play, with 
two holding the rope, and you 
jumped until you missed. If you 
hesitated too long before the swing- 
ing rope, with your hands out- 
stretched you were accused of “eat- 
ing flies!’ But you had to pick the 
right time to “jump in.” 

We had contests to see who could 
jump the most without missing, 
individually. I made it to 500 one 
day! 

A small rubber ball was the 
source of much of my play. | would 
throw it up in the air, bounce it 
against the house, throw it over the 
roof and run to catch it, or let it roll 
back down to me, or just bounce it 
on the ground. I loved the feel of the 
ball in my hand. And a group of us 
could get a board for a bat and play 
ball all day long! 


The gully in the pasture in front of 


our house was a favorite spot to 
play. It had to be a worry to my 
folks, as it was a wash down 
through the pasture. Actually, we 
had a little gully, and a big gully. 
The big gully was long and wide 
and deep enough to set our house in, 
and we could jump off the top down 
the descending slope, and land on a 
bed of sand anywhere we jumped. 

The litthke one was smaller, and 
only about three feet wide, but it 
was four or five feet deep, and sev- 
eral hundred feet long, so we could 
actually walk around and up and 
down in there. We made “rooms” - 
kitchen, living room, ete., by hack- 
ing out shelves and partitioning off 
areas, Then we would roof an area 
by breaking off tree limbs and lay- 
ing them across the gully to keep the 
sun out while we played! 

And, it was an ideal place to play 


all kinds of 
and 


cowboys! There were 
miniature hide in, 
bushes to hide behind, and trees to 
climb, and limitless space to run and 


caves to 


jump and yell 

One day, several cousins decided 
they would “bury” my brother in the 
sand. They covered him up to his 
neck - then he discovered he could 
n't get out! When they realized what 
they had done, they frantically 
began to dig sand with their hands 
and anything else they could find 
My mother was highly upset when 
she found out what had happened 
not to mention scared half to death! 

One of my favorite solitary things 
to do was climb trees. We had a 
huge, old pecan tree planted by my 
granddaddy, plus smaller ones, as 
well as the cherry laurel tree, We 
would “skin the cat” on a low limb 
of the cherry laurel, as well as climb 
it, 

Then on fall afternoons, I would 
come in from school, get a sweet 
potato, climb up the pecan tree, pick 
myself some pecans, and have my 
snack. Then I would shake down 
some more pecans. 

My younger cousin tried to fol- 
low me in the tree-climbing, but her 
mother was too apprehensive, and 
would always say, “You can’t climb 
that tree, you are too clumsy.” Well, 
that phrase implanted itself into her 
mind, and she began to believe it, 
and never did become a climber. My 
mother would just say, “You'd bet- 
ter not fall out of that tree.” And I 
would say, “I won't.” And I never 
did; | ALMOST did, once or twice, 
when I lost my footing, but always 
managed to catch on another limb! 

I always wanted my children - 
then my grandchildren. - to experi- 
ence the joy of tree-climbing as | 
did, and always planted extra trees 
for that purpose. But, somehow, 
times and games changed, and the 
trees were not an option for play. 

I have a regret for them that they 
never experienced the high jump at 
the gully, or the free feeling high in 
a tree, as the breeze blew and the 
limbs swayed, and you could think, 
and look around and be Jost in the 
moment. 

Inside recreation included - for 
the girls - dolls and paper dolls - 
and for both boys and girls - jacks 
and the ever-present comic books; 
boys also played marbles and mum- 
blety peg outside.

SCHEDULES REVEAL INTERESTING SEASON AHEAD 


Che high school football season starts next week, and after taking a look 
at the schedules or the area teams, it looks like a very interesting season 
ahead for all of the area teams, Here’s a quick peak 

*E ELBA TIGERS ~ The Tigers have made a major change in their 
schedule in an attempt to get back to their winning ways of the past after 
two straight losing seasons, While any team that plays Elba will be fired up 
and will give the Tigers all they can handle, gone from the schedule are 
come of the tears that made the schedules of the past so difficult, There are 
still some very tough teams, such as 3A Luverne, 4A Geneva, 5A Opp and 
SA Andalusia; however, when the Tigers don't have to compete with other 
powerful teams like Monroe County, Charles Henderson and Georgiana 
during the other weeks, maybe the Tigers won't be quite as banged up when 
they go to war on Friday nights. The schedule is still far from easy, and 
despite playing six of nine games at home, it will be one that will challenge 
the Tigers every time they hit the field. 

##* BRANTLEY BULLDOGS - The Bulldogs have never backed down 
from a challenge and this year will be no different, as ( 1A) Brantley will 
challenge four 3A teams and two 2A opponents in their ten game schedule. 
The new teams on the schedule will include Elba, Zion Chapel and St. 
James. while the remainder of the slate looks very familiar with battles 
against such powers Georgiana, Goshen, Luverne, Frisco City and 
Highland Home. Brantley never plays an easy schedule, and this year is 
certainly no different. 

+7 ION CHAPEL REBELS - The Rebels made giant strides last sea- 
son and claimed four wins, but will face a rugged schedule this season and 
may have a hard time improving on the four wins. Teams such as G.W. 
Long, Ariton, New Brockton, Brantley and Florala are always hard to beat, 
while cross-county rival Kinston and area foe Houston Academy will cer- 
tainly provide challenges. If the Rebels can get a quick start against 
Thorsby and Isabella they could be much better than expected. If not, the 
Rebs will face another tough challenge. 

*#*KINSTON BULLDOGS - The Bulldogs make the move to the 2A 
ranks this year, but that really makes no difference, since they have always 
played bigger teams and back down from no one. The 2A teams on this 
year’s slate include Ariton, Wicksburg, Red Level, Samson, Geneva 
County, New Brockton and Straughn, and all seven are very good teams 
that will be hard to beat. When 1A opponents such as G.W. Long, Florala 

and Zion Chapel are added to the mix, it is obvious that the Bulldogs’ 
schedule this season may even be tougher than usual. 

***NEW BROCKTON - The Gamecocks have made giant strides in 
recent years, and even though their schedule this season is just as tough as 
ever, the Gamecocks appear to have a real shot at improving on last sea- 
son’s six wins. The season will open with a bang when the Gamecocks trav- 
el to Luverne, and the Gamecocks will face some very good teams in G.W. 
Long, Ariton, Straughn, Samson and Florala, not to mention area foes 
Kinston and Zion Chapel. The schedule is not easy, but the Gamecocks are 
no push over, and it should be a very interesting season for Brockton. 


PEAKING AT OTHER AREA SCHEDULES... 


#*#CLASS 1A - Billingsley has always played one of the state’s tough- 
est schedules, and 1998 will be more of the same as the 1A Bears take on 
5A Chilton County, 4A Daleville, 5A Dallas County and 4A Dadeville, not 
to mention 1A power Autaugaville and 2A strong boy Maplesville. Not 
many 3A or 4A teams would want to compete: against folks like that. 

*#* CLASS 2A - For a team that posted only two wins a year ago, the 
Panthers have a very ambitious schedule this season that includes 2A power 
Highland Home; 3A foes Goshen, Luverne and Leroy; and SA Hillcrest, of 
Evergreen. Houston County also struggled to only two wins in ‘98, but will 
back down from no one and this season will oppose 3A Slocomb and 4A 
foes Headland, Abbeville, Ashford and Rehobeth. It is time for the Lowly 
Lions to get out of the Wiregrass Conference. 

*#*& CLASS 3A - UMS-Wright has one of the state’s top 3A programs, 
but the ‘98 football season may be more than even the talented Bulldogs 
can handle as they oppose 6A Fairhope, 6A Ft. Walton Beach, 4A T.R. 
Miller, 5A Citronelle and 4A St. Paul’s. Colbert County also plays some 
bigger folks as the Indians battle SA Muscle Shoals, 5A Russellville and 5A 
Coffee.

The Internet does not have a governing hot monitors its contents. 
Anyone, for whatever reason, may put information on the Internet, It is up 
to the user to determine if the information is correct and credible. The fact 
that the information superhighway is not monitored poses a real concern for 
parents, 


In 1995, more than 19 million households were connected to on-line ser- 


... Viges. This number isexnected to increase at amazing rates during the com- 


ing years. With computers readily accessible to most youngsters, the con- 
tents and quality of Internet information accessible to them becomes a real 
worry to parents. 

Parents have always worried about strangers approaching their children, 
the types of movies and television shows available to their children, getting 
involved with the wrong friends at school or driving too fast. To counter 
these worries, parents set specific rules and taught them to their youngsters 
daily 

And just as we tell children to be wary of strangers they meet, we need 
to tell them to be wary of strangers on the Internet, 

The most important rule-of-thumb is to never give out any type of per- 
sonal information. Sharing personal information, such as home addresses, 
phone numbers, income, or credit card information with strangers puts the 
entire family at risk. They should never share their password with anyone, 
nor should they arrange a face-to-face meeting with someone they meet 
online. If they receive messages that make them feel confused or fright- 
ened, they should ignore the sender and tell you immediately. It is impor- 
tant for children to understand the people they meet online are not always 
who they say they are, and online information is not necessarily private. 

Other steps you can take to keep inappropriate information away from 
your children are to; 

*Make sure your children understand what you consider appropriate for 
them. Set clear, reasonable rules and consequences for breaking them. 
*Make online explorations a family activity. 

*Placing the computer in a public place such as the living or family room 
makes it easy for the whole family to take part. It also helps you to moni- 
tor the sites your children are visiting. 

*Pay attention to games your older children might download or copy.

Chicken litter waste to some 
gold to others

One of the blessings that the 
poultry business has brought to. 
Coffee County is the millions of 
pounds of poultry litter. What is 
considered waste to some is like 
gold to others. Organic farmers call 
it “farmers’ gold.” 

If you are needing some litter 
spread, Mr. Jerry Davis, near 
Fairview, and Mr. Eddie Wiggins in 
Enterprise, are the only two com- 
mercial deliver-and-spread people 
in this county. 

If you need poultry litter simply 
delivered by the truck load, John 
Bell Hughes, between Enterprise 
and Goodman is in this business. 

Chicken litter is now used on 
most agriculture crops in Coffee 
County. Two tons per acre spread 
annually is an excellent rate for 
adding nutrients and soil organic 
matter. One ton of poultry litter on 
average contains 60 units of N, 60 
units of P and 40 units of K. 

The best way to utilize these 
nutrients is to spread the litter and 
disc or break it into the soil right 
before planting. Most crops, 
depending on how much litter and 
how much rain we get, will need 
additional fertilizer added. 

Chicken litter works well on 
corn, small grains, hayland, pas- 
tures, peanuts, watermelons and 
cotton. Caution: Peach trees do not 
like poultry litter, Scientists do not 
know the reason for this yet. 
However, they have seen peach 
trees respond negatively to poultry 
litter, 

Fish ponds need fertilizing also, 
This summer I fished in two local 
fish ponds where the water was 
nearly perfect in color and the fish 
extremely healthy. Both farmers 
fertilized their ponds with poultry 
litter, 

One grower put the litter in 
burlap sacks and threw the sacks in 
the water, The other had a much 
larger pond. He had a large dump 
truck dump the litter right on the 
edge of the pond, and as the rains 
came, natural seepage off the litter 
kept the ponds fertilized perfectly. 


At present, very little research 
has been conducted on the use of 
poultry litter for fertilizing fish 
ponds. So it is not on Auburn 
University’s recommendations at 
this moment but possibly will be 
one day.

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The scourge of blossom 
end rot on tomato plants 


I was so proud of myself - over 
three dozen health-looking tomato 
plants valiantly producing a promis- 
ing crop during unseasonably hot 
conditions and nary a sign of blos- 
som end rot. Then, almost without 
warning, my tomato plants began 
wilting and dying off. Another vic- 
tim of Southern Blight. 

But no blossom end rot! 

I have had 

blossom end rot before. It took 
its toll only on a couple of plants. 
The affected plants were of the 
sume variety, so I do believe that 
some varieties are more susceptible 
to blossom end rot. 

Most plant pathologists describe 
blossom end rot as a non-parasitic 
condition caused by a calcium defi 
ciency and irregular water supply. It 
appears as a dark, almost black 
leathery patch on the blossom end, 
or bottom end, of the fruit. You 
can’t miss it when it does occur in 
your garden. It is not a total disaster 
for your tomato crop because there 
are some things you can do to com- 
bat it, What it will do, however, is 
cut down on the quantity and quali- 
ty of tomatoes you can harvest. 

Although blossom end rot is most 
commonly associated with toma- 
toes, it can occur on eggplant at the 
blossom end, It also has been 
reported on the sides of peppers 
near the blossom end. 

In explaining the cause of blos- 
som end rot, plant pathologists and 
horticulturists of the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension Service at 
Auburn University point the finger 
at calcium as not being a particular- 
ly “mobile” element. Therefore, 
even brief changes in your garden’s 
water supply can cause blossom end 
rot because the plants are restricted 
from a proper water intake. 

A highly acidic soil or too much 
water from heavy rains, excessive 
irrigation or even high humidity can 
develop a calcium deficiency and 
blossom end rot may result. 

So, what can you do to help pre- 
vent the condition from occurring? 

Do you remember the story of the 
physician trying to tell his patients 
how to remember what foods are 
good to eat and which are not? “Tf it 
tastes good, spit it out,” was his 
simple solution.

Similarly, a lecturing Auburn hor 
ticulturist earlier this year explained 
the best way to minimize blossom 
end rot and some common plant 
diseases this way: “Do all those 
things that you should normally do 
for having a good garden,” he said. 
“Chances are then that you won't 
get blossom end rot or some of the 
other plant clisorders.” 

Those are simple instructions and 
it boils down to these basics: 

*Get a soil test and follow the rec- 
ommendations, 

*Keep the soil pH between 6.0 
and 6.5. If lime is needed, apply it 
two to four rnonths before planting 
Use a dolomitic or high calcium 
limestone, 

*Don't over-fertilize. use a plant 
food marketed especially for toma 
toes (usually low nitrogen). 

*Provide a sufficient, regular 
water supply. About 1.5 inches per 
week is good for tomatoes. 

*Use mulches to conserve mois- 
ture. 

«If you do develop a calcium defi- 
ciency, spray the plants with a calci- 
um solution, Use about four table- 
spoons of calcium nitrate or calci- 
um chloride per gallon of water. 

A special warning, though. With 
the extremely hot weather we have 
been having lately, care should be 
taken using calcium chloride 
because at temperatures over 85 to 
90 degrees, it can burn plants. 
During periods of high tempera- 
tures it is better to use calcium 
nitrate. Always follow label direc- 
tions! 

I must tell you this. | have a 
friend - we'll just call him Tex - 
who sprays his tomato plants with 
skim milk. Skim milk! Tex swears 
by it. I don’t know if Extension 
Service experts would endorse that 
method or not, but if Tex says it 
works for him, why not? 

So, now we have a good garden - 
soil tested, limed, — fertilized, 
mulched and watered. We detect 
blossom end rot and spray with a 
calcium solution (or skim milk 
which I guess you could call a cal- 
cium solution). We still get more 
blossom end vot. What to do? 

Throw the bad tomatoes away, 
try again another day. Good luck!

Packing 
Nutritous 
Lunches

Lots of people take their lunch 
to work or school. Whether you do 
so for convenience or to save 
money, remember a few guidelines 
to guarantee your lunch is tasty 
and nutritious. 

First, choose a variety of foods 
from the major food groups. Keep 
calories in mind. Fats and sugars 
can add more calories quickly. 
Also, when packing a lunch, limit 
high-fat foods such as mayon- 
naise, and choose low-sodium 
foods such as fruits, vegetables, 
lean meat and poultry. 

Be creative - to help avoid bore 
dom. If you usually include a 
sandwich, use other kinds of bread 
such as pita bread or bagels some- 
times instead of regular loaf bread. 
Instead of the same old lettuce or 
tomato in your sandwich, experi- 
ment with other low-fat, low-calo- 
rie add-ons. Try sprouts, cucum- 
bers, onions, apples, pineapple or 
shredded carrots. 

If you have access to a 
microwave and/or a refrigerator, 
hot lunches can break the monoto- 
ny of sandwich lunches. For exam- 
ple, single servings of leftovers 
can be frozen in a lunch-size freez- 
er container and can be 
microwaved for lunch. Other ideas 
for hot meals are spaghetti, maca- 
roni and cheese, chili and soups. 

Even if you don’t have a 
microwave at the office, you can 
still enjoy a hot lunch, Pull out of 
the pantry your wide-mouthed 
vacuum bottle or buy a new one. 
These are great for taking hot or 
cold foods to work. 

Tired of sandwiches and hot 
lunches? There are lots of tasty 
low-fat ideas for cold lunches. Try 
combining low-fat yogurt with 
fresh fruit. A chef salad with lean 
meat, low-fat cheese and low-calo- 
rie dressing is a good choice. Cold 
pasta salads or vegetables marinat- 
ed in herb salad dressing are also 
options.

DA asking for help

The 
federal grants are limited and slow 
in reaching places such as Elba and 
this adds to the frustrations of flood 
victims.

On Monday night of this week the 
Elba City Council made two board 
appointments, declared some land 
surplus, passed sewer rate resolu- 
tions and denied two legal claims 
against the city. Police Chief R. W. 
Whitworth reported recorders are in 
place on all radio channels and tele- 
phones. He explained this is another 
step in getting prepared for E-911 
service, but it will also be helpful 
when there are disputes on what 
was said by a caller or a police offi- 
cer. 

Mayor James Grimes reported 
that the airport authority terms of 
Paul Morrow and James Ross Poole 
will expire soon and both men have 
agreed to serve another six- year 
term if it was the council’s wishes.

Grimes also presented the council 
with three resolutions relating to the 
upcoming $4.2 million sewer 
expansion project. One resolution

Another rule which irritated sey 

eral flood victims deals with flood 
insurance payments. FEMA regula 
tions require receipts that flood 
insurance money Was spent on 
house repairs. If the funds were not 
put back into the house, or receipts 
are not available, this amount will 
be deducted from any buy-out set- 
tlement. One man said he felt that 
since he had paid the insurance pre- 
mium, he should have been able to 
do with it whatever he pleased, 
without it having any affect on buy- 


out, While there were a lot of agree 
ing nods, he was reminded that the 
rules are made in Washington and to 
get any federal funds, they must be 
followed 

Meeting attendees were given a 
form to fill out if they want to par 
ticipate in the Hazard Mitigation 
Program (or buy-out), These very 
simple completed forms must be 
returned to the Elba City Hall with- 
in the next two weeks to be included 
in Phase | of the program. 

Any citizen not at the meeting 
who feels they qualify under this 


sets new sewerage rates 


businesses to be on the sewer sys- 
tem if it comes within 150 feet of 
the building and is reasonable 
accessible. 

Two others set the rates for 
sewage. Residential and commer- 
cial rates will increase when the 
new system is complete and in oper- 
ation for one month, probably in the 
year 2000. Residential rates for the 
first 3,000 gallons will go from 
$6.00 to $8.00, with an additional 
$2.00 for each 1,000 gallons of 
water used thereafter, up to another 
3,000 gallons. The next 7,000 gal- 
lons residential usage will cost 
$1.10 per thousand with no addi- 
tional sewerage charge after that 
amount. 

Commercial rates will increase 
from the same $6.00 minimum to 
$14.00 for the first 3,000 gallons. 
Additional usage will be billed at 
$1.20 per 1,000 gallons, with no 
limit. 

These increases were required by 
federal guidelines to qualify Elba 
for the $2,279,000.00 loan to 
upgrade the sewer system. The

amounts are considered adequate to 
“provide sufficient income to meet 
debt service of the loan, to maintain 
required reserves, and to operate 
and maintain the systems.” 

The city can’t adjust these new 
rates up or down without written 
consent of Rural Development, the 
federal agency which administers 
rural utilities services loans. 

Councilman Winzel Gray asked if 
the city would be cleaning any 
drainage ditches in the near future. 
He was told by City Clerk Donnie 
Morrow that one had been cleaned 
this week. Gray recommended 
another one which needed work and 
was told it was on the list for work 
within the next few days. 

City Attorney Jeff Kelley report 
ed two claims against the city, One 
was by two men and was against the 
police department for wrongful 
arrest. Kelley recommended the 
council deny the claims, which they 
did.

/Kinston man killed in construction accident

A construction accident shortly 
before 5:00 p.m. Friday afternoon 
) claimed the life of a Kinston man. 
George Michael Carnley, age 
$34, of Kinston, AL was killed 
4 when he was thrown off the piece 
of earth moving equipment (a pan) 
he was operating. 
f The company he was working 
§ for, Chamblee Dozier Service, was 
rebuilding a dam belonging to 
Evan Smith if the Friendship 
}Community west of Danley 
} Crossroads. The dam broke during 
the March ‘98 flood and the con- 
struction crew was in the process 
4 of reconstructing the earthen dam. 
Shortly, before knocking off for 
the day, Royce Chamblee, owner 
of the dozier service, and another 
employee, Donny Russell, were 


across the dam from where 
Carnley was working preparing to 
shut down their equipment. 
Chamblee noticed that Carnley 
had not completed his last round 
ind also he, didn’t hear the pan 
moving. He stated that he looked 
across the dam and saw the piece 
of equipment lying on its side. 

Chamblee and Russell made 
their way across the dam to the 
overturned pan and found Carnley 
trapped underneath the piece of 
equipment. They ran back and got 
another piece of equipment, an 
excavator, and used it to lift the 
pan off Carnley enough to free 
him. 

In the meantime, Mr. Smith had 
been alerted to the situation and he 
had dialed 911 and summons help 
from Elba. The Elba Rescue Squad 


Rescue workers prepare to transport Carnley to the 
hopsital while still performing CPR 


and fire department were dis- 
patched to the scene. 

Upon arriving at the scene, res- 
cue personnel began preparing 
Carnley for transport to the nearest 
medical facility. Chamblee and 
Russell had gotten Carnley free 
and were were already in the 
process of performing CPR (car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation) on 
him. Elba firemen assisted rescue 
personnel in administering aid to 
the victim. 

Carnley was taken to Elba 
General Hospital where he died 
shortly after arriving. He had sus- 
tained severe crushing injuries in 
the accident. 

The victim’s body was taken to 
Dothan where an autopsy was to 
be performed to determine the 
cause of death. 

A preliminary investigation at 


the scene of the tragedy indicated 
that the pan had gotten to close to 
the edge of the dam causing it to 
slide off down the steep embank- 
ment and overturn. 

Chamblee stated that Carnley 
had only been working for him a 
few day, He also noted that he had 
been observing him as the operat- 
ed the piece of equipment and he 
really seem to know what he was 
doing and was doping it safely. 

“I’ve been doing this type work 
for more than twenty years and 
I’ve never had a serious injury,” 
said Chamblee. 

The incident was investigated 
by the Coffee County Deputy 


Sheriff Dale Grimes, Coffee 
County Coroner Marvin 
Mcllwain, and the Alabama 


Department of Forensic Science.
